Sources close to Donnelly re- 
port that he believes that condi- 
tions in both departments should 
be corrected promptly and he 
may -decide to oust all of the 
present board members before 
the expiration of their terms. 

Terms of police board members 
expire March 8, and those of the 
election commissioners July 5. 

How Fast to Act Is Question. 

It also was reported Donnelly 
is considering whether to remove 
all of the present board members 
immediately, or wait until after 
he has selected the men to re- 
place them and is ready to an- 
nounce their appointment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (UP)—

President-elect Eisenhower on his 
recent trip to. Korea, appeared be- 
fore the rmed Services 
Committeé in closed session. His 
remarks were quoted afterward by

+ Short said much of Bradley’s 
testimony was top secret, but that 
he felt at liberty to disclose these 
points made by the nation’s senior 
active military official: 

United Nations forces in Ko- 
rea have been “a little short” 
of several types of ammuni- 
tion, but there has been no 
“critical shortage.” 

Re-armament of western Eu- 
rope has lagged somewhat be- 
cause of the “dangerous hope” 
on the part of many that the 
atomic bomb alone can win a 
war. This hope is “fallacious.” 

Bradley discussed the A-bomb 
and the possibilities of its use in 
Korea—as advocated by some 
members of Congress—but “gave 
no indication” whether the mili- 
tary has plans to use it.

Truman's estimates for the next 
year forecast expenditures of $78,- 
587,000,000 and Government in-

“I recommended frequently dur- 
ing this périod that our surpluses 
be larger and our debt reduction 
greater,” he said in a separate 
statement made public with his 
budget message to Congress. 

The statement, he said, was in- 
tended to set the facts straight 
on a “number of misleading or 
inaccurate statements” made re- 
cently eoncerning his spending 
record. 

60 Billion Cut In Spending. 

In 1945 when hostilities ceased, 
Truman said, he cut military 
spending by 60 billion dollars, 
but a final war bond drive, the 
victory loan, was completed that 
year to close out war operations 
and finance demobilization. 

This big borrowing brought the 
debt to its 279 billion dollar peak 
in February 1946. The debt was 
reduced by about 10 billion dol- 
lars, to $269,400,000,000 by June 
0, 1946. 

In the next four years, Truman 
reported, the Government showed 
a net budget surplus of $4,300,- 
000,000. “By applying this surplus 
and some of the wartime cash re- 
serves,” he said, “the public debt 
was reduced substantially, reach- 
ing a low point of $251,200,000,- 
000 in June, 1949.” 

The Administration’s critics 
have used different emphasis in 
connection with the “cash re- 
serves.” The victory loan proved 
to have been largely unnecessary, 
they contend. As it shoved the 
national debt to a new high, the 
Treasury's cash reserve soared to 
about 25 billion dollars, because 
it was not being spent. 

The Treasury, therefore, used 
the cash to pay off earlier war- 
time borrowings. About 10 billion 
dollars of debt was retired in the 
first half of calendar 1946 and 
another 10 billion in the second 
half of that year, The Treasury’s

LACLEDE GAS. GROSS 
RECEPTS TAX RULING 


Court Says Utility Was Not 
Required to Pay Levy on 
$1,930,623 Refund Money. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9— 
Laclede Gas Co, of St. Louis was 
not required to pay a 5 per cent 
gross receipts tax to the city on 
the $1,930,623 set aside by the 
utility for refund to its customers 
under a 1948 rate reduction or- 
der, the Missouri Supreme Court 
en banc ruled today. 

However, the court set aside 
an order by Circuit Judge Eugene 
J. Sartorious holding that Laclede 
could recoup the $96,531 in taxes 
paid on the refund monies by 
taking credit on taxes subsequent- 
ly owed on gross receipts. 
|. The question of how Laclede 
could recover the $96,531 was not 
before the court, the opinion 
handed down by Judge Roscoe P. 
Conkling stated. 

Apparent effect of the Supreme 
Court’s ruling is to let Laclede 
decide its legal recourse to re- 
cover the taxes which the court 
held it did not have to pay. 
The decision was based on an 
interpretation of the term “gross 
receipts” as set out in the St. 
Louis tax ordinance. The Su- 
preme Court held that receipts 
meant only money from sale of 
gas that Laclede could use in the 
operation of its business. Money 
set aside for refund did not fall 
within this definition, the court 
pointed out. 


An appeal had been taken by 
the City of St. Louis from the 
lower court decision. Laclede has 
kept the $1,930,624, which will be 
istributed only toe city custom- 
ers, in a special fund pending de- 
termination of legal questions. 

Laclede had collected regular 
rates from customers during a 
period when the Federal Power 
Commission had under study a 
proposal to reduce the rates La- 
clede paid to its suppliers, Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel Corp. and In- 
terstate Natural Gas Co. of Louls- 
iana. The Missouri Public Serv-

The briefings, from a military 
point of view, are excellent, but 
they deal with units and positions 
and. statistics of casualties and 
how many rounds of artillery the 
enemy fired; they cannot by their 
nature deal with the struggles and 
terror and courage and discom- 
fort. which fill the life of a sok 


dier. 


The correspondent who would 
report the real war must load 
up his duffle bag with his equip- 
ment and go out and live with 
the men. He needs to visit the 
units, usually company size, that 
have been in the many* bitter 
and deadly outpost battles. 

Fighting Overwritten. 

Lacking this background, the 
correspondent has a tendency to 
overwrite these battles, which are 
small affairs from the over-all 
point of view, although they may 
be the biggest and sometimes the 
last event in the life of the par- 
ticipants. : 

The correspondent tends to re- 
port, the struggle for an outpost 
in térms of strategy and Red in- 
tentions. He tries to make it seem 
important. The result is that the 
American public gets a garbled 
picture of the very quiet situa- 
tion in Korea. 

Both our men and the Reds 
are dug in for the winter. Neither 
wants to get out and battle be- 
cause of the cold. If we let the 
Reds alone, they let us alone. 
If we bombard them, they bom- 
bard us.

As the war left the front pages, 


' the top-flight correspondents were 


withdrawn from Korea. Today 
there are 16 permanent corre- 
spondents from the United States 
in Korea and eight from foreign 
countries. The Associated Press 
maintains four, the United Press 
three, the International News 
Service three and the New York 
Times two, The New York Her- 
ald Tribune, the Buffalo Evening 
News, Time-Life and the Army 
Times, each has one. With three 
or four notable exceptions, these 
men are second-string. 

With this limited press repre- 
sentation of indifferent quality it 
would be surprising if the war 
were well reported. It is not, and 
the responsibility lies with ~ the 
press. 

Too few papers are represented 


and the top reporters, again with 
exceptions, are not in Korea. 
The press has a responsibility 
to report the Korean war ade- 
quately and it is not fulfilling it. 
If soldiers can live in trenches for 
months at a time and airmen risk 
their lives daily, it is not too 
much to ask that the press suffer 
and risk with them. 

There is censorship in Korea, 
but in general it is intelligent and 
limited only to genuine security 
matters; If the censor wishes copy 
modified, he calls the writer in 
and shows him the objectionable 
material. The problems are us- 
wally adjusted without difficulty. | 
- The reporter must beware of 
the efforts of over-enthusiastic 
public information officers. While 
ordinarily they do not resort to 
untruths, oeassionally they comme 
close to misrepresentation while 
trying to get publicity for their 
unit. 

Example of Such Reports. 

An example of this was a press 
release from the Fifth Air Force 
at 6 p.m. the evening Gen. Eisen- 
hower left Korea. The report 
said that an enemy air attack was 
“heading toward Seoul” and that 
the Fifth Air Force “last night 
engaged and repelled the largest 
enemy night air attack of the Ko- 
rean war.” : 

The implication was that the at- 
tack had been directed at Seoul 
and the timing was obviously in- 
tended to imply that Eisenhower 
was the target.

Why don’t our St. Louis business men 
and civic leaders get together, with 
their own or readily borrowed money, 
and get our mass transportation system 
off of our clogged streets forever? 

Why wait for the city government to 
act?

Senator Taft's victory over the 22 Senators 
who wanted to change the filibuster rule demon- 
_ strates‘again what has long been clear: 

The power of filibuster is kept alive, not by 
the Southern Democrats who rely upon it to 
block a vote on civil rights legislation, but by 
a majority of the Republicans in combination 
with Southern Democrats. 

The Republicans under Taft's leadership are 
the senior partners in this combination. If they 
wanted to curb the filibuster, they could do it 
very simply by joining the Northern Democrats 


votes, plus the 22 in favor of a rules change, add 
up to 64—an absolute two-thirds, 

But instead of mustering two-thirds to pre- 
vent a minority from abusing the privilege of 
debate, the Republican leadership chose to mus- 
ter more than two-thirds to keep the power of 
filibuster alive. It was strongly aided in this de- 
sign by Gen. Eisenhower's decision to stay out, 


of the fight, even though he had previously 


promised that he would make known to the Sen- 
ate his own opposition to the filibuster. 

The present Senate rule, which the Taft ma- 
jority fought to retain, has two parts. One part 
requires the votes of 64 Senators to close debate 
on measures or motions before it. Here is the 
source of the filibuster power. It is so difficult 
to get 64 votes together that a militant minority 
can forestall action by talking indefinitely. 

Yet the Taft majority does not insist on a 64- 
vote cloture rule as a matter of principle. Both 
Taft and Senator Jenner, chairman of the Rules 
Committee, say they would support cloture by 
two-thirds of the Senators present at any one 
time. In a half empty chamber, this would en- 
able fewer than a majority of the full Senate to 
end a filibuster. 

What the Taft majority really fought for, 

then, was the second part of the present rule, 
which provides that debate cannot be closed at 
all—not even by 64 votes—on any proposal to 
change the rules. The Republicans thus have 
helped the Southern Democrats to preserve 
what amounts to a veto power over the rules. 
Thanks to this favor magnanimously conferred 
upon them by Taft, the Southerners will now be 
able to filibuster any proposed liberalization of 
the rule, including Taft’s. 
The roll call was interesting. Of the tiny band 
of five Republicans which stood against Taft, 
three were prominent pre-convention supporters 
of Gen. Eisenhower (Duff of Pennsylvania, Hen- 
drickson of New Jersey, Ives of. New York) and 
one was Kuchel of California, Gov. Warren's 
appointee to succeed Vice President-elect Nixon. 
Among the Democrats who opposed the fili- 
buster were all four of the party’s new Senators 
from outside the South—Jackson of Washington, 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, Mansfield of Mon- 
tana and Symington of Missouri. This state can 
gladly note that its senior Senator, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., also stood against the filibuster.

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Our Literary Governor 

Little note could be taken of Gov. Smith’s 
literary style, in the editorial about his final and 
generally constructive legislative proposals. We 
did say that the Governor was inclined to quota- 
tion, but not how far inclined. As a matter of 
historical interest, it shduld be added that to 
quotations the Governor is pretty far inclined, at 
maybe a 45-degree angle. 

In his 25-page address to the Legislature, 
Gov.- Smith used various allusions and literary 
phrases, plus five direct quotations. These came 
from Bacon (Francis), Browning, Franklin, Jef- 
ferson and Lincoln, thus showing a wide range 
of reading and ready reference, and both for- 
eign and domestic literary consumption. And we 
feel sure the legislators appreciated the apt- 
ness of selection. . 

At one point in the Governor’s speech, Brown- 
ing said “let us keep our promise,” while Jef- 
ferson placed “economy among the first and most 
important virtues.” Lincoln observed that he 
might “not walk very fast but I never walk back- 
ward.” Franklin did “not in the course of public 
life expect immediate grateful acknowledgement 
of our services,” but persevered “through abuse 
and even injury.” And Bacon found no pleasure 
comparable “to the standing upon the vantage 
ground of truth.” 

Thus the quotations alone present a clear 
image. Here is a fellow (some public official, 


apparently) who always Keeps his promises, prac- . 


tices economy, faces in the direction of progress 
and sometimes even moves that way, and can 
suffer unwarranted abuse as long as he knows 
he stands foursquare for Truth.

Offshore Oil, Naval Reserve 
* President Truman’s reported proposal to set 
aside offshore oi] aS a naval reserve would 
give formal recognition to what is already a fact. 
Whether it is so designated or not, the oil in 
‘the beds of the seas just off our coasts is part 
of our military reserve. 

It is the last major reserve of oil within reach 
from the continental United States. If this re- 
serve were to be dissipated the armed forces of 
the United States, in the event of war, might be 
compelled to wage bloody and costly campaigns 
to keep a comparable amount of oil flowing 
from more distance sources. 

So we applaud the President for his realistic 
and sensible idea, and hope he will go through 
with it sustained by the knowledge that, politics 
or no politics, what he is doing is right. 

We also hope Gen. Eisenhower, on assuming 
the presidency, will give sober second thought 
to his position on this vital national issue. ‘ 

As it now stands, his position favors quit- 
claiming offshore oil to the states. But we are 
sure Gen. Eisenhower would not be one to main- 
tain that a position should be adhered to, merely 
because it has been taken, even if he becomes 
convinced that it was wrong. 

In the campaign, Gen. Eisenhower. first de-, 
clared for state control of offshore oil, then for 
federal ‘control, then for state control again. Ad- 
mittedly, at the outset he knew almost nothing 
of the issues involved. In the time intervening 
before his shift to his present position, he can 
hardly have had occasion for a thorough study 
of this complex subject. 

We trust that as President, Gen. Eisenhower 
will continue to dig into the facts involved in the 
offshore-oil controversy, and will be guided by 
what he learns. 

As a military man, Gen. Eisenhower. should 
know, better than most people, how indispensa- 
ble oil is for the defense of a nation. 
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Too Busy for Merit 

Failure of the Missouri Senate’s Special Com- 
mittee on Criminal Law Revision to recommend 
reform of police personnel policies in St. Louis 
is a disappointment.

There is:no giving up the fight by the cabal 
which is determined to have the University of 
Missouri medical school in Kansas City or no 
place at all.

The new challenge is strictly that of.a Phila- 
delphia lawyer, a piece of legalistic hair-split- 
ting.

They 
and the Kansas City group which supports they 
are only interested in stopping the construction 
of the new facilities at Columbia. The Legisla- 
ture, however, should not authorize the challeng- 
ing of a sourfd legislative decision, especially not 
at the state’s expense. 

The last Legislature left the location of the 
school to the curators. They are the competent 
authorities. And they made the right decision, 
both from the viewpoint of providing the best 
possible teaching facilities and from that of mak- 
ing the biggest possible contribution to more 
adequate health facilities for rural Missouri. 

The die-hards cannot change these fundamen- 
tal facts. They should not be allowed to inter- 
fere further with the realization of a project 
long overdue in Missouri. 
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Injustice to Senator Morse 
In his eight years in the Senate, Wayne Morse 
of Oregon has proved himself one of the ablest 
members of Congress. His service, coupled with 
his talents, have won him places on two of the 


most important Senate committees—those on°

What Is Happening to the Weather?

Our weather is definitely getting warmer, British expert concludes; 


long-term trend will have important effect on human life and econ- . 
omy; already agriculture is spreading northward but aridity may de- 
velop in south; keeping food output ahead of population is problem.

Ten or twenty years ago the comment 
was often heard that winters had become 
milder. In England, which lies on the bor- 
derland between snow and rain, the change 
was particularly evident. 

To people who had heard accounts of 
the great frosts of the late eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries when the riv- 
ers were frozen over for weeks at a time, 
any season which produced a noticeable 
amount of snow and ice was “an old-fash- 
ioned winter.” |! 

A careful study of all the records about 
past winters in Western Europe, carried 
out by the late Charles Easton, classified 
1784, 1789, 1795, 1799, and 1800 as excep- 
tionally severe. Then there was a let-up 
until 1810 began another series, 1811, 1813, 
1814, 1816— “eighteen hundred froze-to- 
‘death.” 

These were the years of the great frost 
fairs on the Thames at London, and it was 
on Keb. 3, 1814,that a whole sheep was 
roasted on the ice—perhaps the most fa- 
mous sheep in history. 

The last-of the historic European winters 
of the nineteenth century occurred in 
1890-9] and 1894-95. After that there was 
a progressive softening of the figors. The 
cold winter of 1928-29, the worst for a 
generation, ranked only ninth in the past 
hundred years. It scattered ‘ce-floes over 
the Thames Estuary, but as for roasting a 
sheep on the ice—one could not even have 
roasted a peanut, 


Winter Shorter by 20 Days 


As regards America, John H. Conover 
of the Blue Hill Meteorological Observa- 
tory recently compiled an index of the 
severity of winters in New England. He 
finds that the temperatures of the winter 
months rose steadily from 1859 to 1897 
and then fluctuated from 1897 to 1950, but 
on the whole were still rising slowly, at 
least until after 1930. 

Still more noticeable {is the way in 
which the winters have become shorter; 
the time between freezing and thawing of 
a pond was twenty days less in the last 
ten years than at the turn of the century. 

About 1940 there was a curious change. 
Many parts of the world experienced pro- 
gressively hotter summers, and this time 
the emphasis seems to have shifted from 
Europe to North America. The summer of 
1952 in the Eastern United States seems 
to have broken quite a few records, and 
during that summer it was most discon- 
certing to fly overnight from the compara- 
tive coolness of a Londow July into the 
heat of even such a moderate place as 
Boston. 

These changes of weather, continuing 
over tens or even hundreds of years, are 
thus more than mere figures in a me- 
teorologist’s notebook. It is true that, ex- 
pressed as averages, the long-period tem- 
perature changes are not impressive. But 
it is equally true that economic life in any 
country is governed by the average weath- 
er over a period of years much more than 


by the occasional severe winter or hot 
dry summer. 

Economic plans are made for the expect- 
ed weather, not for the actual weather: 
which can only be foretold a day or two 
ahead. It-is the expectation of mild winters 
and early springs which has spread agri- 
culture further and further north in Can- 
ada and Asia, It may be worth while for a 
farmer to chance a grain crop if he ex- 
pects one bad year in four, but not if he 
expects one bad year in two. 

But it is in the world of animal and 
plant life that the cumulative effect of 
these changes is most notable. A very 
striking example.is the cod, which in 
1900 was practically unknown in Green- 
land but which, as a consequence of warm- 
er seas, has since migrated so far north 
that it is now the staple food of the Eski- 
mos, | 


Glaciers Become Ghosts 


Migratory birds are extending their 
range northward and enriching the wild- 
life of Iceland, Greenland and Arctic Can- 
ada. On the land the zones of vegetation 
have been advancing towards the North 
Pole, and in Canada, Europe and Asia, 
paying crops are being grown in what, half 
a century ago, was barren tundra. 

Another important feature of the twen- 
tieth century has been the melting of the 
glaciers. In all the mountain districts of 
the world, from Spitzbergen and Green- 
land to. the equator and beyond, the gla- 
ciers have shrunk so far that many of 
them are ghosts of their former selves. 
One result of this is to free upland farms, 
which in Icelarid and Norway have been 
buried in ice for centuries. but another is 
the loss of hydro-electric power. 

To sum up; the temperate and polar 
regions have been getting warmer for 
many years. The process may continue, or 
it may be reversed; the one certain thing 
is that it will not stand still. 


Proved Methods or Tampering? 


If it continues, the northern lands will 
become more habitable and productive, 
though probably at.the expense of the 
drier agricultural regions further south. 
On balance the world may or may not be 
better off as regards food. - 

_If the process is reversed, things will 
become much as they were at the begin- 
ning of the century, and the world will 
just have to make the best of them. 

The next generation may know the an- 
swer, but in neither case will the agricul- 
tural scientists and the politicians be re- 
lieved of the necessity of thinking well 
ahead if food production is to keep pace 
with the rapidly growing world population. 

Some parts of the world can be im- 
proved by the well-tried methods of irri- 
gation, but any attempt to change by di- 
rect action the broad lines of climate is

Where the Moon Came From 


THE CREATION OF THE UNIVERSE, by George 

Gamow. (Viking, 147 pgs., $3.75.) ~ 

Mr. Gamow, professor of theoretical 
physics at George Washington University 
in Washington, D.C., has the knack of pre- 
senting difficult subjects simply. This he 
does by using language that is clear, astro- 
nomical photographs and attractive dia- 
grams. 

His main purpose ig to explain how the 
universe as we know it and evérything in 
it evolved continuously from a “begin- 
ning” a few billion years ago, when all 
s. ~ material was in a highly compressed 
state. : ' 


Space and time, he says, are infinite, and 
thus our present expanding universe is 
only one stage of a 
process of universe- 
forming which has 
been going on for- 
ever. 

More than tyo bil- 
lion years ago a “big 
squeeze” took place 
because of a collapse 
of the material of 
our universe into a 
highly. compressed 
sphere, only 30 times 
as large as our sun, 
each cubic centi- 
meter of which con- 
tained a hundred mil- 
lion tons of matter. 

The squeeze was so great an elastic re- 
bound took place, and the material started 
to expand and became our present ex- 
panding universe, which will never cease 
expanding. ‘ : 

A disk of gas and dust surrounding our 
sun was turbulent and therefore formed 
into planets. Planets were probably formed 
around other stars in the same er, 

Smaller bodies of the solar system devel- 
oped as follows: the asteroids and me- 
teorites resulted from the break-up of a 
once existent planet; comets were formed 
from the outermost fringes of the solar 
envelope; satellites, with the exception of 
our moon, developed from envelopes 
around planets. Our moon was drawn out 
of the middle of the Pacific ocean by the 
sun’s tidal forces.

rehabilitation, J. Ben Miller, new | ing. 


president of the St, Louis Real 
Estate Board, declared in his in- 
augural addres last night. 

Speaking at the board’s seven- 
ty-seventh annual dinner, held at 
Hotel Jefferson, he cited Brown 
Shoe Co.’s move to a new office 
building in Clayton, -the decision 
of Grove Laboratories to trans- 
fer its headquarters to St. Louis 
county, and plans of Monsarto 
Chemical Co. to erect an office 
building in Creve Coeur as 
dence of a trend which menaces 
the core of the city. 

“The Real Estate Board is par- 
ticularly interested in the re- 
habilitation of downtown St. 
Louis,” he stated. “The city re- 
quires a rebuilding of much of its 
older area, and it is up to the 
Real Estate Board to co-operate. 
The soundness of the city’s core is 
threatened, and one step impor- 
tant to urban rehabilitation is re- 
zoning of blighted areas for in- 
dustrial use.” 


Miller said the board: remains 
opposed to B coy housing, but 
wants to participate in the plan- 
ning of slum clearance and urban 
redevelopment projects. Of pub- 
lic housing he said: 


“Until it ig proven that there 
is an absolute requirement for 
this socialistic type of housing no 
further allocations should be ¢on- 
sidered, and the present unused 
allocations should be canceled.” . 

Miller contended that rent con- 
trols, scheduled to expire April 
30, are no longer needed, and said 
the board will oppose any exten- 
sion. But he called on real estate 
men to co-operate with city of- 
ficials in the fight en slums: 

“Mayor Darst and the civic- 
minded men who have participat- 
ed in the start of the rehabilita- 
tion of downtown St. Louis 
through limited-dividend corpor- 
ations should be complimented on 
their fine efforts and receive all 
the help we in the real estate 
business can possibly give them,” 
he stated. “I hope that the May- 
or and these men will invite our 
‘participation in the planning and 
development of this work.” 


Miller added that the board 
favors-continuation of the mu- 
nicipal tax on earnings, “knowing 
that it will increase the city’s 
income and thereby assist real 
estate owners in carrying the tax 
burden.”

How to Cook Venison 
So l#'s Delicious 
By Leonard Hall 


ki OW that the Christmas holiday is over we can 

reminisce over the hours spent with nieces, 

nephews and grandchildren; with good friends, 
good music and good food, John Akers, our mail- 
man, brought a gift of 
a choice cut of veni- 
son which was so de- 
licious when Ginnie 
served it that I'm 
reminded how much 
good deer meat is 
wasted each season 
by being improperly 
eared for and poorly 
cooked, The first step 
in caring for venison 
and the one which is 
probably most often 
neglected is to chill 
it out thoroughly and 
let it age long enough 
so that the meat be- 
comes tender, All too 
often it is either cut up and eaten without taking 
advantage of this curing process or else cut up 
immediately and frozen, which means it will have 
a tendency to be tough and stringy when it is taken 
out and cooked. 


o wulbA= 
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PROPER AGING is best done by hanging the 
carcass for a week to two weeks at a temperature 
of about 40 degrees, which can be done at home 
on a screened porch er in the cooling room at the 
locker plapt. The latter has only the disadvantage 
that at this season of the year it may be too 
crowded with other meat, in which case the veni- 
son may-become slightly tainted if left hanging too 


long. After this curing process the carcase can be - 


cut up and frozen for future ‘use. In the case of 
our fine six-pound cut from the round, we hung it 
on the porch for a week, then wrapped it and put 
it into the home freezer, which would hardly be 
practical with a whole carcass. 
eae eee 

NEXT TO IMPROPER CURING, more venison 
is ruined by frying it in grease in a skillet on top 
of the stove than in any other way; it generally 
comes out tasting like sawdust and as tough as 
shoe leather. We have a number of good ways of 
cooking deer meat, but our favorite is “filet mignon 
of venison—hunter style” as prepared by Luchow’s, 
the famous old German restaurant in New York. 
In this recipe the venison is cut into steaks just 
under an inch thick and salted. These are placed 
in a bowl in the refrigerator and covered with a 
rarinade for 24 hours. The marinade is made by 
stirring together a half-cup of white wine, a half- 
cup of olive oil, one teaspoon of salt, four pepper- 
corns, one medium-sized onion, one sliced carrot, 
four sprigs of parsley, one bay leaf and half a tea- 
spoon of thyme. The meat should be turned in this 
marinade from time to time, and when removed at 
the end of 24 hours and patted dry, it is ready for 
cooking. Next step is to heat three tablespoons of 
olive oil in a thick skillet and either pan-broil the 
meat on top of the stove or broil in the oven, 
allowing three to’ five minutes for each side, de- 
pending on how well done you like your meat.

FILET OF VENISON is served with a sour cream 
sauce, made in the same pan used for the broiling 
after pouring off any excess fat or olive oil. This 
sauce. is madé by melting two tablespoons of butter 
in the pan, then stirring in smoothly two table- 
spoons of flour and a small chopped onion. After 
these are well browned in the venison drippings 
and butter, add four tablespoons of white wine, two 
crushed peppercorns, salt and pepper, Then add 
one cup of sour cream and stir until the sauce has 
thickened. Just before serving add the juice of 
half a lemon and pour over the venison. 


x, x * 
THERE’S NO FINER DISH to serve with venison 
filéts than red cabbage; and this cooked in none 
of your ‘half-baked seven-minute styles to preserve 
the wtamins. Just this once we'll cook it the way 
any hunter would enjoy it and we've never found a 
finer recipe than one given by our friend Irma 
Rombauer in “The Joy of Cooking,” although Hart- 
wig Petersen gives us a minor variation or ‘two 
supplied by his mother in Hamburg. Just pull the 
outer leaves from a head of red cabbage, cut it 
into sections and shred it after removing the hard 
core, afid put in cold water to soak. Now dice up 
three or four slices of bacon and saute them in a 
stewpan ovér a low heat, taking out the hard scraps 
of bacon when it is done, but leaving in the fat 
ones. 

Next dice up a couple of onions very fine and 
simmer them for three minutes in the bacon fat. 
Remove the cabbage from the cold water, leaving it 
moist, and put it into the stewpan with the bacon 
fat and sauteed onions and allow this to simmer for 
10 minutes. Now core and slice three apples very 


thin and add them to the cabbage, along with one- . 


fourth teaspoon of salt and one-eighth cup of boil- 
ing water. Cover the pan and allow the whole to 
simmer very slowly for an hour and 20 minutes. 
Add a bit of boiling water if necessary, and if the 
water hasn't been absorbed when the cabbage is 
done, take off the lid and cook until it is absorbed. 
Now stir together four tablespoons of brown sugar 
and four tablespoons of red wine, addiug these to

OW an offense can be worse 

than a crime seems difficult 

te understand, taking this 
phrase, “worse than a crime,” at 
its face -value, However, an- 
other facet of meaning emerges 
when the saying’s history is 
known. 

“It was worse than a crime, it 
was a blundér,” Talleyrand, the 
French diplomat, is supposed to 
have said of Napoleon’s murder 
of the duc d’Enghien in 1804, 
And the saying is most often ac- 
cepted as the product of his cele- 
brated wit. 


Some scholars have attributed 
it to another Frenchman, Boulay 
de la Meurthe. And then, a well- 
known contemporary of Talley- 
rand, himself a politician, ely 
Joseph Fouche, insisted it Was he 
who authored the famous “mot,” 
about the political murder of the 
Duc Napoleon, In his “Mem- 
oirs,” Fouche wrote:
